Archduke was shot in the head and 
the Duchess in the abdomen. 


Died in a Few Minutes, 
They were carried into the palace, 
where they died within a few min­ 
utes. 
The assassination occurred at 
11:15 o’clock, and while the entire 
city was en fete to receive the Arch­ 
duke, who was generally considered, 
through the Emperor’s growing dis­ 
abilities, to be practically the ruler 
of the empire. 
On the edge of the crowd at a point 
at which the royal carriage would 
pass close to them was the printer 
standing iii the first rank of the spec­ 
tators. 
The assassin did not move until the 
carriage horses were abreast of him. 
Ga mb rino vie then leaped out into the 
open road, hurling his bomb straight 
at the royal couple. 
He missed his 
mark, but the bomb, exploding, sent 
a hail of broken steel and lead among 
the Archduke’s attendants. 
Six of 
them fell. 
As the throng shrieked 
in horror, and fought to flee, the lift­ 
ing smoke from the bomb showed the 
Archduke and 
tho 
Duchess sitting 
upright iii their carriage, apparently 
unharmed. 
The royal equipage then drove to 
the city hall, where the burgomaster 
was making an address, and after 
the conclusion of tho ceremony was 
returning, when the student stepped 
from the crowd and advanced toward 
the carriage. 
Saw Glint of Revolver. 
The Archduke apparently saw the 
glint of the heavy revolver, and faced 
the 
youth, 
partly 
shielding 
the 
Duchess. 
Before he could do more 
the student fired, the first bullet hit­ 
ting the Archduke in the face. Fran­ 
cis Ferdinand managed to remain up­ 
right and then, as the second shot 
hit him, he fell hack against the 
cushions of the carriage. 
So close 
now that he could almost touch the 
Duchess, the youth continued shoot­ 
ing, the bullets taking effect in the 
abdomen. 
Each bullet he fired had 
hit a vital spot. 
Taken to Palace, Die. 
Tho Archduke 
and 
the Duchess 
were taken to the palace, but it was 
seen that they were mortally wound-! 
ed. 
They had scarcely been laid on 
beds when they died. 
The 
peasants 
threw 
themselves 
upon the assassins, whom, but for 
the intervention of the police and 
militia, they would undoubtedly have 
killed on the spot.

death masks of Archduke Francis Fer­ 
dinand and the Duchess of Hohen- 
berg were taken today and the bodies 
placed on a catafalque in the chapel 
of the palace, surrounded by magnifi­ 
cent floral emblems from all parts of 
the country. 
Martial law has been proclaimed 
both iii the city and district of Sura- 
yevo. 
Fount Francis von Harrach was 
standing on the footboard of the auto­ 
mobile. acting as a shield to the oc­ 
cupants, when the tragedy occurred. 
The Archduke was joking about the 
precautions when the shots rang out. 
Every bullet from the assassin’s gun 
had 
mortal 
effect. 
Some 
Servian 
students, when they heard the news, 
shouted. “Thank God, we need not 
do it ourselves.” 
They were arrested as accomplices. 
A 
bomb. 
thrown by a youth on 
Main street, was the signal today for 
a serious anti-Servian outbreak, which 
the*troops had difficulty in quelling.

London, June 29.—It has developed 
that the assassination of the Arch­ 
duke and Duchess was the most care­ 
fully planned crime ever carried out 
against royal personages. 
It was en­ 
gineered by persons possessing ma­ 
ture 
organizing 
ability, ani 
it 
is 
thought the plotters had their head­ 
quarters iii Belgrade, the Servian cap­ 
ital. 
Bombs were found along the rail­ 
road, where it was intended to blow 
up the royal train should ths assas­ 
sin’s bullets prove untrue. 
The Servian hatred of Austrians, 
always violent, was fomented by the 
newspapers in Belgrade, and agita­ 
tors throughout Servia and Bosnia, 
who induced 
students to sacrifice 
their lives in the belief that their 
names would go down in history as 
patriots. 
The Austrian authorities are con­ 
templating severe measures against 
the Serbs among the inhabitants of 
Austria and Bosnia. 
These measures 
likely will further embitter the rela­ 
tions between the countries, as well 
as between Austria and Rus-ia, pro­ 
tector of the Serbs. 
The Archduke was aware of the 
dancer of his visit to Sarayevo. The 
Servian minister at Vienna implored 
the Duchess not to go. but she insist- 
j cd her place was beside her hus- 
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Biller feeling was expressed by the 


Serbs flying Servians flags when the 
Archduke arrived at Sarayevo. 
This 
bitter feeling was carried to the ex­ 
treme iii the Bosnian diet, called to 
express sorrow at the death of the 
Archduke, when four Servian depu­ 
ties appeared iii light suits, in con­ 
trast to the sombre black of their fel­ 
low deputies. 
Iii the rooms of Gaviro Prinzili, the 
assassin, were found large sums of 
money, which is further proof that he 
was a paid assassin. 
The sympathy of all Europe is ex­ 
pressed to the aged Emperor Francis 
Joseph, whose much needed rest at 
Ischl was broken by the crime.

left for Vienna this morning.
